When tbe rain of Thursday evening 


turned to sleet and the gray clouds 
began t-> spitefully spit snow upon tbe 
eartb.lt was a wise man and a prophet 
who imagined that the heaviest snow 
fall of tbe year and by far the heaviest 
recorded for April of any year since 
civilization appeared in this part of 
tbe world, was about to come. It was 
a surprise, a costly, disagreeable, sur- 
prlae, and one the people in every 
walk of life would have passed with- 
out a moment's hesitation. But it is 
here in all its gloiy of dazzling beauty 
expensive destruction and unuttera- 
ble annoyance.

Tbe trouble began at nine o'clock 
Thursday evening. It had been warm 
during tbe day, but a cold wind came 
from the north and chilled the rain 
until to walk on the- streets became a 
hardship. - At nine o'clock it began t 
sleet, and before midnight it wa 
snowing. . Friday morning dawnec 
white and disagreeable. Snow clung 
to green hillsides and covered buddm 
branches with a mantle*of white.

the public patiently waded through.ii 
expressed 
the confident hope tha 
rain would soon come and it would al

Business -ceased, and -the reta 
interests of the 
city 
suffered 
Throughout the afternoon the storm 
continued,and at four o'clock it bega 
to grow "cold. -Thermometers showe< 
a steadily falling temperature, an 
the slush was soon covered with snow 
JFrom chat time the situation becam 
serious, and when the blizzard settled 
down io a snowfall of almost unprece- 
dented severity all hope of getting 
out of it without trouble was at once 
abandoned. At midnight the situa- 
tion was worse, and each hour until 
morning brought additional troubles. 
When Coshocton awoke it, looked 
out upon a great white waste. Snow, 
a footer more on the level, was every- 
where. 
Telephone and ^telegraph- 
wires mingled together in one great 
confusion of destruction. Giant poles 
that have withstood tbe stoimsofa 
number of years, snapped like reeds 
taking down wires that were at once 
dangerous and annoying. Trees, bent 
under a weight they could not bear, 
snapped and came to earth. 
Every- 
where there 
was 
plain white 
beauty 
and 
black 
destruction, 
while 
over 
all 
the 
gray sky 
lowered and littered the mantle be- 
neath with its wealth of snowflakes. 
that seemed exasperating In their 
persistency, blown hither and thither 
by that same cold wind, whirled mad- 
ly about until as if weary of play they 
sank into the mass that was already 
far too deep. Vainly the sun strug- 
gled to force Its way through the 
clouds, but without avail. The tem- 
perature rose, but the April face of 
Old Sol was effectually shut out. 
Ids the gieatest April snowstorm 
this particular section has ever 
known. Snow has of ten fallen during 
this month, but never before in such 
quantity at such a late date. In- 
quiry develops the fact that years ago 
the hills and valleys of Coshocton 
were covered with more than a foot 
of snow, but it was at "or near tne firsr 
of the month; Then there were net 
so many people here and the Incon ven 
lence and damage not so great. Now 
it Is inestlmaWe.and the extent of the 
loss cannot be ascertained.

The cable broke and scores of 
telephones were immediately render- 
ed useless. On Walnut street a pole 
fell against the-maln building of the 
Tustarora, and a few hundred feet 
west another Dig pole came to - earth. 
Around the Burns building in which 
the 
exchange „ is - located broken 
wires were woven in a mesh, and 
down 
tbe" alley to Second street 
the destruction was complete. Poles 
were broken or leaned so as to disable 
wires not broken, and Third street 
presented a scene of confusion; 
The 
heavy weight of snow had borne the 
wires so low as to blockade tbe street 
and prevent teams from passing. And 
so it was throughout the city. It is 
impossible to detail tbe damage. If 
every broken wire was measurad and 
every damaged pole counted it would 
be seen that inifes-of the former-and 
many of the latter have been render- 
ed useless. It is a .calamity such as 
never before visited the city.- 
Work on the wreck was continued 


?r:roi:if*iout the day, and some pro- 
K i ess WAS made. The continued fall of 
snow, Tiowever, added almost every 
hour to the damage.- The wind 'blew 
snow from many wire sand prevented 
much loss in'this way, but as one well 
informed electric man pot it the lo- 
cal telephone plants must be rebuilt.

Cothoctoii Was Shut Off From the Outside 


World at an Early Hour 


The Western Union and the Postal 
Telegraph companies did not have a 
wtre working out of Cosoocton when 
day dawped, and the city was com- 
iletely slmt off from the world. Even 
be Pan Handle system failed to wo.k, 
but the division-was not tied up. 
Drains were run although, far behind 
,ime. 
The service was seriously 


crippled. 
- 
Manager Hitchcock, of the Western 
Union, and Manager Wlcamer, of the 
Posral, were powerless, and business 
could not bo accepted with any prom- 
sc of speedy delivery. 
Twenty-tfve 
joles, it was estimated, ware down be- 
,ween this city and West Lafayette 
at dajbreak,and the damage increased 
with tbe day. In addition to their 
oss in the city the companies suffered 
east 
and west, and 
although Pos- 
tal linemen were started from Newark 
and Uhricbsville toward Coshocton 
;hey were compelled to drive and 
made slow progress. The Postal suf- 
'ered severely when 
the Walnut 
trees lines of the Citizens' went 
down, Us wires being cut as neatly as 
if a lineman had done the work. 
Lineman Fallon was out early en- 


deavoring to put tbe Western Union 
system in order, but because of the 
vast amount of damage it, was slow 
work. 


The railroads suffered as much as 
any institution, and the story of their 
loss cannot now be told. 
" 
The Dennison accommodation lost 
almost an hour coming from that place 
to Coshocton. Snow .packed closely 
on the track, and -fallen telegraph 
poles obstructed the line. A tangle of 
eight poles hear Poet Washington was 
one of the most serious difficulties 
encountered." It Is not known when 
tbe train reached Columbus. 
The fast train ISTo 21, 'due here at 


4:39 in tbe morning, was held up east 
of Dennison and did not pass here un- 
til 11:10. The through train 3So 1 fol- 
lowed soon afterward. - , 
Preceding these trains-, was the 
Dennison wreck train, but-whether it 
was sent out to clear tbe track or be- 
cause there Is a wreck could not be 
learned.

East bound trains were only a little 
late but freight trains were tied up 
all along the division and the usual 
number did not pass through the city. 
The Walhonding came in almost on 
time, the fall of snow in the country 
through which it passes being lighter 
than in th<s section. 
The Wheeling train f remjthe north 
was an hour-late and -encountered 
great difficulty before reaching Co- 
ahocton. A snow plow had cut through 
the drifts, and passengers are respon- 
sible for' the statement that the 
white walls on each side were in some 
places as high as the cars.

TANGLES OF WIRES. 


Haadredi of Telephone and Tclef raph Con 


aectioat Tora Away. 


The man who walked into Main 
street this morning was greeted by a 
condition never before seen in Coshuc 
ton. The south side of the thorough 
fare was a mass of broken, tanglec 
and twisted wires. Great poles had 
snapped below the forest of crossarnis 
and wires hung in hopeless confusion 
a constant menace to persons who 
chanced to be passing. The long pole 
abo/e Sixth street were 
not sc 
heavily loaded with wires, and seem 
ed content to bend and sway in th 
wind. They proved able to stand th 
awful weight, and although wires sag 
ged and single wires to residence 
dropped on every hand the main lin 
remained In much better conditio 
than con Id be expected. 
The same 
condition prevailed throughout the 
city.' 
The Bell Telephone company has .1 


heavy loss. Its street plant consists 
of good poles but many wires arc old 
and snapped readily. 
The bit; pule 
at tbe Fan Handle crossing bad been 
swaying dangerously before 7 o'clock, 
and at that time it could stand the 
strain no longer.

THOUGHTFUL ACTION. 


Electric Light Company Shut off the Cur- 


rent and Killed Danger of Live Wires. 
Prompt action on the part of the 
Electric Light company prevented 
any accideuts.Tbe power was shut off 
and dangerous live wires became an 
impossibility. 
As soon as it was,, found that the 
telephone and the telegraph systems 
were a tangle of wires officers of the 
light company ordered the current 
shut off and the plant closed down. 
Their wires were mingled in the mesh 
and while little/damage could come to 
them, they are much heavier than 
telegraph and telephone wire, the 
beavy current they carry-wasa dangerM 
not to be overlooked. 'Contact with 
other wires should the insulation be 
torn off meant peril for scores of peo- 
ple wuo ventured out and for ynemen 
at work clearing away the debris. It 
cut off many incandescent lights'caus- 
iog inconvenience, but it prevented 
many accidents. 
Superintendent Rokobrant had his 


men at work early clearing the sys- 
tem of broken telephone wires and he 
expressed the bf.lief that before even- 
ing the lines would be in condition to 
permit, the use of the commercial sys- 
tem 
between Second 
and 
Sixth 
streets. 
The loss to the company be- 
cause of the storm has notbeen es- 
timated. 
Work on repairs is being 


vigorously pushed. 


Citizens' Plant Will Be Replaced by an Im 


proved System. 


C. L. Cassingham, secretary of the 
Citizens', stated that he had been ab- 
sent the 'entire week and returned 
on the Wheeling at 8:33 last night, 
and had hardly had an opportunity of 
investigating carefully the loss sus- 
tained by their company by reason of 
last night's storm, but from the best 
information he had at his command, 
was able to state positively that the 
company's rraximum loss would not 
exceed $500, by reason of the fact that 
all supplies and all cables were now in 
the company's warehouse, and a force 
of men already at work making prepa- 
ration for Installing the cable and 
other apparatus at once. The tact 
that the wires were torn out by tbe 
storm has assisted to some extent in 
removing them. 
"Our greatest loss is due to break- 
ing of poles and inconveniencing our 
subscribers to ah-extent we had hop- 
ed to avoid. It was our -expectation 
to be able to put the cable -and new 
apparatus in service .without cutting 
out a subscriber for more than an 
hour or two. 
As matters now stand, 
we will be obliged to keep some, of 
them out of service for a week or ten 
days, after which time better service 
and an increased capacity will be pos- 
Ible," he said.

GOVERNMENT 
MAY 
ABANDON' IT, 


More Talk of »u Alliance Between 


Contlo«utul 
Nations Against the 


United States—Kreuch Miner* to In- 
itugurntn u General Strike—luter- 
egtlujc Foreign liitellijjeuce. 
London, April 20.—A committee of 


the Cobden club resolved to open agi- 
tation against the sugar and coal 
taxes. Replying to a deputation of 
members of tUe house of commons, 
representing the coal interests. Sir 
Michael Hicks-Beach consented to an 
arrangement enabling the coal export- 
ers to execute contracts, pending a 
decision as to what amount of the 
duties would be refunded. The execu- 
tive, council of the Mining Association 
of Great Britain, representing all the 
colliery districts in the United King- 
dom, 
has unanimously passed a reso- 


lution to the effect that the new export 
duty on coal will most seriously injure 
the principal exporting district, and 
that it will also react seriously to the 
entire country. Mr. Henry W.Mas- 
singham, who writes the parliamen- 
tary letter of The Daily News, says he 
thinks ;the opposition to the coal tax 
is so fierce that the government will 
abandon it. 


The Saturday Spectator exhaustively 


discusses ' The Continent and Amer- 
ica," taking as a text a portion of an 
interview -with Admiral Count Cane- 
varo at Toulon. Admiral Carievaro, 
in concluding his utterances regarding 
the triple and dual alliances, having 
given Europe 30 years of peace, said: 
"This fact would, perhaps, lead Euro- 
pean nations to consider the possi- 
bility and necessity of uniting against' 
America,' Asia and Africa, as the fu- 
ture of civilization will require them 
to do so." 


"The annoyance of the continent 


with America, which is very deep, is 
based upon three reasons," says The 
Spectator, "the first being the dread, 
or :rather the conviction, that compe^ 
tition with America is nearly, impos-" 
Bible her wealth and energy being too 
great. The second reason Is that 
America is sadly in the way in. Asia. 
The whole action of the Washington 
government in the Chinese muddle 
points to the conclusion that they 
are not willing to see any but native 
powers in control of the richest coun- 
tries of Asia. The third reason is 
America's attitude in South America. 
She will neither take it no let anybody 
else." 


German Intelligence. 


Berlin; April 20.—The copyright bill, 


which passed its second reading in the 
reichstag, prolongs authors' rights on. 
dramatic and musical productions 
from 30 to 50 years. The Liberal press 
sharply condemns the saccharine bill.. 
There is no other conceivable reason 
for it," says the Berliner Tageblatt, 
"save that it throws another number 
of millions annually into the lap of 
the agrarians." Emperor William has 
presented his bust in marble to - the 
Duke of Abercorn. the chief of the 
British accession mission, and other 
members of the mission will also re- 
ceive valuable gifts. 


French Coal Miners May Strike. 
"Washington, April 20.—A strike by 


the coal miners of France, planned to 
be general and to include all the min- 
ers in the country, is scheduled to 
take place about the end of the com- 
ing June unless terms are agreed upon 
before that date. 
This latter event- 


uality ia not expected, according to 
United States Consul Brunot at St. 
Etlenne, in a report to the state de- 
partment There is likelihood, too, 
that other trades will join the stike. 
The government has been appealed to 
for a reduction of the duties on for- 
eign coal. 


Dclcassc's Visit. 


Paris, April 20.—The Figaro refuses 


to see in the visit of M. Delcasse to 
St. Petersburg any other object than 
a consultation between the two allies 
such as would naturally arise out of 
current political problems. It points 
out that the Macedonian question has 
again taken on a disquieting aspect. 
The reorganization of China, calling 
for severe unity of action, and the 
general situation of extreme gravity 
in the far east, necessitates a mutual 
understanding between, the two coun- 
tries regarding their common attitude 
in the view of possible events. 


Hits England Hard. 


Berlin, April 20.—The budget of Sir 


Michael 
Hicks-Beach attracts im- 


mense attention in Germany. The 
Vossische Zeitung says: "It ia palpa- 
ble proof of how ruinous the South 
African war has proved. The moat 
astonishing step the British govern- 
ment has taken is the export duty on 
coal, which surely will hit England 
hard."
